It  is  being  pursued  In  the  hope  of 
winning  further  Chinese  support,  and.  incident- 
ally, in  protest  against  the  actions  of  those 
Powers  that  have  been  giving  aid,  directly 
or  indirectly,  to  the  Chinese  Government.  It  Is 
a  matter  for  the  Powers  concerned,  and  particu- 
larly Great  Britain,  France  and  the  United  States, 
to  say  whether  they  are  willing  to  submit  to  con- 
tinuous mfiuiRement  of  their  rights,  with  the 
ultimate  possibility  that  those  rights  will  be 
Wiped  out  altogether.
